FTER the deah of Cardinal 
Fleury, in 1743, Voltaire was 
employed by the King of Proffia in fe- 
veral political negotiations atthe Hague.

Gentleman Ufhers, I anfwer, a Single 
lacquey came to light his fire, drefs, & 
Shave him, though he partly dreffed 
himfelf alone. Hischamber was ra- 
ther beautiful ; a rich baluftrade of fil- 
ver, ornamented with little loves, of 
exceeding good fculptire, feemied to. 
form the alcove of the ttatebed, the 
curtains of which were feen ; but be- 
hind thefe curtains, inftead of a bed 
there was a library ; and as to the real 
bed, it wasa kind of folding couch of 
ftraw, with a flight rattrafs, and hid- 
den from the view. Marcus Aurelius 
and Julian, the two greateft men a- 
mong the Romans, and Apoftles of 
the Stoicks, lay not on a harder bed, 
As foon as his Majefty was dreffed 
and booted, Stoicifm for a few mo~ 
ments gave placeto Epicurifm: Two 
or three of his favorites entered: thefe 
were either Lientenants, Enfigns, Pa- 
gs, Heideques, or young Cadets. 
Coffee was broughtin, and He to whom 
the handkerchief was thrown, rempin’d 
10 minutes tete-d-tete with his Majefty, 
Things were noc carried to the laft 
éxtremity, becaufe while Prince, in 
his father’s life-time, he had been very 
ili treaced, and ill cared, in his amors 
de pafid*. He could not play princi-

On the 6th, a vaffel difpiaying white 
coleurs, landed 37 pech'e they came afore ina 
boat on the ef part of the ifland, furrounded 
ori the land by bigh and inaccefib e rocks, which 
siitirely prevented any ingrefi into the country, 
xcept at one particular jpot where there is a 
feep and narrow defi-e, through which one man 
at a time may pafs. This inlet was immedi 
ately fecured by feme of the iflanders who hap 
pened to be near, while ethers went to the prin- 
sipil trih, dnd gaut an account of the coming of 
thefe pesple to the Governor Don Juan Briz 
Chaldron, this officer convened the council, or as 
bt is called here, the tava ters of the ifland ; and 
unfortunately for thefe devoted pach'e, very 
Frit genera] orders had been. iffuedin confiquence 
of the plague raping in fome parts of Eurcpe, 
net to admit any veffels whatever, until, upon 
examination ef their papers it fosuld appear there 
was no danger cf the infection. The Governor

But in its termination 
the war has done ftill greater good 
by priferving the new govern» 
ments trom that deftraction in 
which they mult have been involve 
ed, had Britain conquered ; “by 
providing, in a fequeftered conti- 
nent poli: fed of many fingular ad- 
vantages, a place of refuge for 
oppreft men in every region of the 
world; and by taying the founda- 
tion there of an empire which may 
be the feat of liberty, fcience and 
virtue, and from whence there is 
reafon to hope thefefacred bleffings 
will fpread, they become univerfal 
and the time arrives when kings & 
priefts hall haveno more power to 
opprels, and that ignominious fla- 
very which has hitherto debafed the 
world is exterminated, I there- 
foré, think I fee the hand of Pro- 
vidence in the Jate war working for 
the general good ; and can fcarcely 
avoid erying our, Jt was ibe Lord's 
doing. 

Reafon, as well as tradition and 
revel~tion, lead us co expect that 
a more improved and happy ftate 
of human affairs will take place be- 
fore theconfummationof all things. 
The world-has hitherto been gra- 
dually improving. Light and 
knowledge have been gaining 
ground, and human Jife at prefent, 
compared with whac it once was, 
is much the fame that a youth ap- 
proaching to manhood is compared 
with an infant. 

Such are the ‘nature of things 
that this progeefs muft continue. 
During particular intervals it may 
be interrupted, but it cannot be de- 
ftroyed. Every prefent advance 
prepares the way for farther advan- 
ces; anda fingle experimetit or 
difcovery may fome cimes give rife 
to fo mahy more as fuddenly to 
raife the fpecies higher, and to re- 
femble the effects of opening a new 
fenfe, or the fall of a {park on a 
train that f{prings a mine, For 
this reafon, mankind may at laft 
arrive at degrees of improvement, 
which we cannot now even fufpeé 
to be poffible. A dark age may 
follow an enligh:ened age 3 but, 
in this cafe, the light, atter being 
{mothered for a time, will break 
out again with a brighter luftre, 
The prefent age of increafed light, 
confidered as tucceeding the ages 
of Greece and Rome and an intere 
mediate period of thick darknefs, 
furnifhes a proof of the truth of 


ñs vuiervation. There are ter~ 
tain kinas of improvement which, 


when once made, cannot be entirely - 


lott. During the dark ages, the 
improvements made in theages that 


precedéd them remained fo far as.

There can fcarecly be a more 
pleafing and encouraging object 
of re. Aion than this. An acciden» 
tal obfervation of the effids of 
gravity ina garden has been the 
means of difcovering the laws that 
govern the folar fyftem*, and of 
enabling us to look down with pis 
ty on the ignorance of the moft ens 
lightened timesatmong the ancients. 
What new dignity has been made 
to his powers, by invention ef op- 
tical gleif-s, printing, gun-powder, 
&c, and by the late difcoveries in 
navigation, mathematics, natural 
philufophy, &c. 

But among the eventsof modern 
tim<s tending to the elevation of 
mankind, there are none probably 
of fo much eonfequence as the ter 
cent one which occafions thefe obe 
fervations. Perhaps, I do not go 
too far when I fay, that next tothe 
introduction of chriftianity among 
mankind, the American revolution 
may prove the moft important ftep 
in the progreflive courfe of human 
improvement. Ie is an event which 
may produce a general diffufion of 
the principles of humanity, and be» 
come the means of fetting free 
mankind from the fthackles of fu-

~ And frh of Public Debts. 
T feems evident, that what firit re- 
quires the attention of the United 
States, is, the redempsicn of their debts, 
and makieg compesfaiion to that army 
which has carried them through the war. 
They have an infant credit to eherifhy ĉe 
year, which, if this is not done, muft 
perih, aad with it their character & ho- 
pour forever. Nor is it conceivable they 
Mould meet with any great difficulties 
in doing this, They have a vafi refource 
pecuiiar to themleives, in a contincet of 
palocated lands pofi: Mag every gåvan- 
tage of foil and elimate. The fertlement 


. of thefe lands will be rapid, the confe- 


uence of which muft be a rapid iacreafe 
of their valae. By difpofng of them 
to thearasy and to emigramts, the preat- 
eh part of tife debts of the Uajted States 
gay probably be fuak immediately. But 
had they no fuch refource, they are very 
espable of bearing taxes fufficient for the 
pirpofe of a gradual redemption. Sup- 
poling- their. debts to amount to nine 
millions Rerling, carrying incercit at five 
and am haf percent. taxes producing a 
revertue of a million per annem would 
pay the interelt, and at the fame time 
leave a furplus of halt a million per ase. 
forafinking fand, which would difcharge 
the principal ia thirteen years. A far- 
plueof a quarter of a million would de 
the fame ia twenty years aad an halt. 
After difcharging the principal, the ap- 
propriated revenwe being no longer want- 
td, might be abolithed, and the States 
valed of the burden of it. But it would 
be imprudert to abolith it entirely. One 
hundred thoufand puwads per annum 
referved, and faithfully laid out ia clear- 
ing unlocated lands and other improve- 
menis, would in a fhort time incre:fe to 
treafure (or continental patrimony) which 
Would defray the whole expenditure of 
the union, aad keep the States free from 
debts aod taxes foreveat Such are 

ferve wouid ({uppofing it improved fo 
ts to produce a profit of five per cent ) 
lncreafe to a cap'tal of three milions in 
Rinetcem years, thirty milions in ftty- 
i The lands, forefĝla impofis, &e &c, 
Which once furmed the patrimony of the 
towa in England, bore mutt of the ex 

perces of poverament It is well for 
this kiogdum that the extravagance of

if diverted, it lafes all its power. 

» Britain affords a Mriking proof of this. 
Kis fiaking fund (once the hope of the 
kingdom) has, by the prattice of aliea- 
ating it, been remdered jmpotent aad 
wfelcfs. Had it been inviviably applied 
to the perpole for which it was intend- 
ed, there would im the year 1775 have 
been a ferplus in the revenue ot more 
than five millions per ann. But iaftead 
of this, we were them tnemmbered with 
a debt of one bumdred aad thiity feven 
millions, ¢arrying au iatereft of sear four 
millions aud an half, and leaving no 
ferpius of any coafeqaence. This debt 
has been face ingreafed to two hundred 
and cighty millions, carrying an interef 
(including expences of mamagement) of 
ning millions aad an half A montiroas 
babble ;-—and as wo effectual meafares 
are likely to be takea (ar perhaps can 
now be taken) for reducing it within 
the limits of flety, it mutt, fome time

A 
finking fund, guarded * apainft mifappli- 
cation, may foon extingwith them, and 
prove a refourec im ali events of the 
greateft importamce. Let fuch a ‘fund 
be eftablifhed- Could-a facrednels be 
given it like that of the ark of God a- 
mong the Jews, it would do the fame 
fervice. 

I mult act, however, forget, that 
there is ons of their debts om which ao 
finkicg fund ean have any effect; and 
which it isimpofible for them to dif- 
charge :—A debt, Breater, perhaps, than 
has been ever duefrom any country ; & 
whieh will be deeply felt by their latek 
pofterity. But it is a debt of gratitude 
only—of gratitude to that General who 
has beee raifed up by providence to 
make them free and independent, aud 
whofe aame muft fhine among the firk 
in the futare annals ef the benefactors 
of mankind. 

The meafare how propoled may prec 
ferve America forever from two preatan 
accumulation of debts; & confequently 
of taxes—aa evil which is likely to be 
the ruin mot only of Britain, but of 
other European States. But there are 
merfures of yet greater confequence, .

fervice of any foreign .Prince or State,

eft danger ; and providing fecuri- 
ties againft it is their hardett work. 
Should they fail in this, America 
may fome time or other be turned 
into a fcene of blood ; and inftead 
of being the hope and refuge of the 
World may’ become a terror to it, 
,_..\When a difpute arrifes among 
individuals in a State, an appeal is 
made to a court of law 5 that is to 
the wifdom and juftice of the ftate. 
The court decides, The lofing 
patty acquiefces; ors if he does 
not, the power of the ftate forccs 
him co fubmiffion; and thus the 
eff<éts of contention are fuppreft, 
and peace is maintained.—In a way 
fimilar to this, peace may be main« 
tained between any number of con- 
federated ftates ; and I can almoft 
imagine, that it is not impoffible 
but that by fome fuch means uni= 
verfal peace may fome timeor other 
be produced, ‘and all war excluded 
from the world.-—Why may we 
not hope to fee this begun in Ame- 
rica ?———The articles of contede~ 
ration make confiderable advances 
towards it, When a difpute arifes 
between any of the ftaces, they or- 
der an appeal to Congtefs—an en- 
quiry by Congrefs,—a hearing,— 
and a decifion,— But here they ftop. 
What ig moft of ail neceflary is 
omitted. No provifion is made 
for enforcing the decifions of Con- 
grefs ; and this renders them inof- 
ficient and futile. I am by no_ 
means qualified to point out the 
bet method of retnoving this de 
feét, Much muft be given up for 
this purpofe, nor 19 it cafy to give 
up too much. Wihour all doubt 
the powers of Congres muft he ens 
larged. In particular, a power mult 
be given it to colleét, on certain 
emergencies, the force of the con~ 
federacy, and to employ it in car- 
rying its decifion into execution. 
A ftate againft which a decifion is 
made, will yield of courte when it 
knows that fuch a force exit, and 
that ic allows no hope from refift- 
ance, 

By this force I do not mean a 
ftanding army. God forbid, that 
ftanding armies fhould ever find 
an eftablifhmentin America. They, 
are every where the grand fupports 
of arbitrary power, and the chief 
caufes of thedepreffion of mankind, 
No wife people will trut their de» 
fence out of théir own hamn s8, or 
confent to hold their riglis at the 
mercy of armed flaves. Free ftates 
ought co be budies of armed citi- 


zens, well regulated, and well dif- 
ciplined, and always ready to turn 
out, when .properly called upon, 
to execute the laws, to quell riots, 
and tokebp the peace, Such, if I 
am rightly informed, are the citi 
zens ot America, Why then may 
not Congrefs be furnifhed with a 
power of calling out from the cons 
f-derated ftates, quotas of militia 
fofficient to force at once the com- 
pliance of any ftate which may fhew 
an inclination to break the union 
by refitting its decifions ? 

Lam very fenfible that it will 
be difficult to guard fucha power 
againf abufe 5 and, perhaps, better 
means of anfwering this end are 
difcoverable. In human affairs, 
however, the choice generally of. 
fered us is “of two evils to take 
the leat.” Wechofe the reftraine 
of civil government, becaule a Iefs 
evil than anarchy ; and, in dike 
manner, in the prefent inttance, 
the danger of the abufe of power, 
and ofits being employed fometimes 
tocnforce wrong decifions, muft 
be fobmitted to becaufe a lefs evil 
than the mifery of ihteftine wars, 
Much, however, may be done to 
Ie ffen this danger. Such regula- 
tions as thofe in the ninth of the 
articles of confederation will, in a 
great meafure, prevent haty and 
partial decifions. The rotation e- 
ftabl.fied by the fifth article will 
pevent that curruption of character 
which feldom fails to be produced 


‘by the long poff fion ci power ; 


and therightréferved to every fate 
of recalling its Delegates whea 
d Mlatisfied with them, will kee 
them conftantly refponfble and 
cautious

T isa common opinion, that 
I therearefome doétrines fo facred, 
and others fo bad a tendency, that 
no public difcuffion pt them ought 
to be allowed, ‘Were this a right 
opinion, all the perfecution that 
bas been ever praétifed would be 
juftified, For, it ic isa part of the 
duty of civil magiftrates to prevent 
the difc. Rion of fuch doctrines, they 
‘mutt, in doing this, ad on their 
own judgments of the nature and 
tendency of doétrines ; and, con- 


fequently, they mult have a right 


to prevent che difcuffion of all 
doétrines which thy think to be 
facred tor difcuffion or too danger- 
ous in their tendency; and this 
right they muft exercife in the only 
way in which ciytl power is capa- 
ble of exercifing it, ‘by inflicting 
penalties on all who oppofe facred 
doétrines, or who maintain perni* 
cious opinions.” In Mahometan 
countries, therefore, civil magif- 
trates have a right to filence and 
punifh all who oppofe the divine 
miffion of Mahomer, a doétrine 
there reckoned of the moft facred 
nature. The like is true of the 
do@rines of  tranfubftantiarion, 
worfhip of the Virgin Mary, &c.

Bat in reality civil power has no- 
thing to do with any fuch matters 5 
and civil governors go milerabl y 
out of their province, whenever 
they take upon them the care of 
truth, or the fupport of any doce 
trinal points, ‘Cheyare not judg 
esot rruth; and if they pretend to. 
decide about it, they will decide 
wrong. This all the countries un» 
der heaven think of theapplication 
of civil power to doftrinal points 
in every country but their own. Ie 
is, indeed, fuperftition, idolatry, 
and nonfenfe, that civil power at 
prefent fupportsalmoftevery where, 
under the idea of fupporting facred 
truth, and oppofing dangerous er> 
ror. Would not, therefore, its 
perfect neutrality be the greateft 
bieffing #—Would not the intereft 
of tru'h gain unfpeakably, were all 
the rulers of ftaces toaim atnothing 
but keeping the peace, or did they 
Confider themfelves as bound totake 
care, not ofthe future, but the ` 
prefent interet of men ;—not of 
their fouls and their faith, but of 
their perions and property 5——noe 
ot any ecclefiaftical, but fecular mate 
ters only Ê 

All the experience of paft time 
proves that the confequence.of ale 
lowing civil power to judge of the 
nature and tendency of doctrines, 
muf be making it a hindrance to 
the progref of truth, and anenemy. 
to the improvement of the world. 

- Anaxagoras was tried and cons, 
demned in Greece for teaching 
that the fun and ftars were not dew 
ities, but maf s of c.-rruptible 
matter, Accufationsofa lkekind 
contributed tothe dea‘h of Socrates. 
The hreats of bigots and the tear 
ut perfecution, p.t vented Copere” 
picicus from puolfhing, donig 
his whole life time, hs d fcovery 
of ihe true fytteua of the world, 


alileo was obliged’ to renounce 
the doctrine of the earth, and fut- 
fered a year’s imprifonment tor 
having afferted it. And fò lately 
as the year 1742, the beft com- 
mentary onthe firft production of 
human genius (NEwron’s Princi- 
pia) was not allowed to be printed 
at Romr, beeawle it afferted this 
doctrine; and the learned com- 
mentators were obliged to prefix to 
their work a declaration, that ou 
this point they fubmitted to the 
decifions of the fupreme Pontiffs. 
Sueh have been, and fuch (while 
pen gontinue blind ands ignorant) 
will always be the tonfequences of 
the interpofition of civil govern- 
ments in matters ot fpeculation, 
When men aff:ciate for the pur- 
pofe of civi} government, they do 
it hot todefend truth, or to fup- 
port formularties of faith and fpe- 
colative opinions ; but to defend
